Dictionary, and the Dictionary of United 
States Army Terms. He was the editor of 
the New Century Cyclopedia of Name:

sey. The Preface to the present volum: 
states that the work of many of the schol 
ars and specialists who aided in the mak 
ing of The New Century Cyclopedia wa 
available in the preparation of this book 
A comparison of entries in three portion:

more than half of the entries so checked 
are substantially the same. 

According to the Preface, material for 
inclusion in The New Century Handbook

Of the more than 14,000 
entries in the entire book, approximately 
4,000 have been selected as a result of a 
detailed analysis of these standard text- 
books. These 4,000 represent a basic list 
of items, especially from the standpoint of 
the American reader.”

Crustaceans. Encyclopaedia Britannica 
Films. 1955. 13min. $62.50; color, $125. 
Detailed information about the lobster, bar- 
nacle, shrimp, and other joint-footed inverte- 
brates with observations on variations of their 
behavior and appearance as well as their 
similar characteristics. Use of this film with 
Mollusks (EBF. 1955. 14 min. $62.50; color, 
$125) provides a good concept of common 
shellfish. Recommended for adult groups in- 
terested in marine life. 


The Oregon Trail. Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica Films. 1956. 25min. $112.50. 


In the 1840’s the Todd family—father, mother, 
and son—left their home in Missouri to seek 
land and a new life in the Oregon country. 
From the time Mr. Todd insisted that Billy 
leave his dog behind and that Mrs. Todd throw 
out her cherished pump organ, there were 
family misunderstandings. However, the wor- 
ries and hardships of their long journey by 
Conestoga wagon increased their love and 
need for one another. Although intended for 
American history classes, the film can be used 
successfully with adult discussion groups con- 
cerned with subjects as seemingly unrelated 
as family relations and the American scene. 
Questions suggested by the film are: Why were 
families willing to leave comfortable homes 
and many treasured possessions for the un- 
known? Do hardships draw families closer

The closing sequences 
graphically and frighteningly illustrate the 
final outcome—a single flame slowly diminish- 
ing and, after devouring the moth fluttering 
around it, dying out entirely to leave the 
world in darkness.

Sibling rivalries and parents. (Child de- 
velopment series, set II) Crawley Films.

Correlated, as was the first series, with Eliza-

This may be accomplished by 
separating feelings from actions in mediating 
arguments; by trying to help children to work 
or to p off anger, or to talk it out; by build- 
ing up each child’s self-respect; by giving

and by helping them to substitute positive 
feelings for negative ones. Since development 
is always accompanied by friction, “someone 
is hiding something,” if there is no open fric- 
tion. Parent groups will find sensible material 
here. A specialist on child development will 


bring out the film’s best values in a discus- 
Sion group.

Teen-ave actors in a series of six dramatic 
vignettes show how improper attitudes and 
foolish ideas can cause serious accidents which 
often result in blindness, crippling, or even 
death. The film lashes out at such nonsensi- 
cal assumptions as “safety is for sissies,” “I 
won't have an accident because I’m lucky,” 
“accidents are the price of progress,” and 
“vou don’t get it till your number is up.” 
Among the situations pictured as causing ac- 
cidents are reckless driving, jaywalking, and 
swimming too soon after eating.
